The fat is in the fire again. One had only to look at the glowering 


faces of Senators George, Glass and Byrd, who sat di- 
rectly in front of the president, to see that those 
Democratic conservatives realized, as they listened to 
Roosevelt, that the purge is not over. • 


Roosevelt ^foreshadowed beyond doubt that he-will 


insist upon the nomination of a real fighting New 
Dealer for president in 1940. He recalled the disaster 
which overtook the Democratic party when Jackson 
was succeeded by a "reputedly smart, politician"— 
Van Buren—who drifted with his party "from princi- 
ples to politics" and were both turned out after four 
years. 


Roosevelt left uncertain only whether that 1940 


New Dealer would be himself or someone else close 
to him in heart and purpose. Harry Hopkins, the new 
. 
secretary of commerce, sitting a few chairs away from 


Raymond Clapper Roosevelt, leaned forward with intense interest as if 
sensing that the presidential blessing were already on its way. 


Roosevelt's fighting Jackson day speech emphasises the pattern behind 


recent developments—the aggressive defense of spending in-the annual 
message, the bold series of New Dealer appointments—Hopkins for com- 
merce, Frank Murphy for attorney general, and Frankfurter for the su- 
preme court Now Roosevelt follows 
"through with' the political explana- 
tion of those actions. He intends to 
carry on the fight. He wants party 
harmony, he said, but not at the 
price of "agreeing to sit still and do 
nothing." 


All of which seems sufficient an- 


swer to those who have sneered at 
Roosevelt as an opportunist Now 
he could easily relax and coast out 
the rest of his term. That would 
have been the easier and more op- 
portune course. Instead he decides 
to blast again. So he calls in Tommy 
.Corcoran and out comes the Jackson 
''day speech, hot and hardhitting, for 
all of its good humor, and stinging 
in rebuke to the conservative Demo- 
crats who have resisted him. 
Asks For Decision Of 
Liberals, Conservatives 


In the true spirit of the fighting, 


uncompromising Jackson, who won 
his struggle against Nicholas Biddle 
when he didn't even have a. ma- 
jority in the senate, Roosevelt asked 
for a clear-cut division between the 
two parties on a liberal-conserva- 
tive line. For that reason he wel- 
comed recent Republican gains. The 
opposition party had sunk so low 
that many of the powerful influ- 
ences in it had turned to worming 
their way into the Democratic par- 
ty, to control it and pull its teeth. 
Now, 
Roosevelt hoped, they would 


be encouraged by the 
returning 


strength of the Republican party to 
go back where they belong. 
I'm 


putting it only a trifle more bluntly 
than Roosevelt did. 


Furthermore, he asked 
those 


"nominal Democrats" who don't go 
along with the New Deal to go over 
to the Republicans where they spir- 
itually belong. He wants in the 
Democratic party only those who 
"preach the liberal gospel."

conservative—a Democratic twee- 
dledee to a Republican tweedledum.

Analyzing the November elec- 


tions, Roosevelt has refused to see 
In them any general repudiation or 
popular desertion of the New Deal 
as such. He attributes the reverses 
to local situations and to local per- 
sonalities: In some instances the 
Democrats deserved to lose. In oth- 
ers Democratic candidates were the 
victims of false issues, as in the 
case of Murphy in Michigan. 


Roosevelt reads in the election re-

of the 1940 census. • 


Eight thousand'of them will work 


in Washington compiling and an- 
alyzing the information on popula- 
tion, business, agriculture, employ- 
ment, and other facts about our 
population sent in by 142,000 enu- 
'mcrators in every hamlet and city 
and remote rural area in the Uni- 
ted States. 


•Political aspects of taking 
the 


census arise in two/ways: 


1. The method of selecting the 


employes: 


2. The date of taking the census. 


Representation Basis 


The reason there is politics in the 


date of taking the census is the 
fact.that, upon the results of this 
census, will depend the reappor- 
tionment of congressmen among the 
states, the growing states gaining, 
the losing or stand-still states los- 
ing congressmen. 


The date enters the political arena 


because of the falft that during the 
winter, many farm people go to 
the cities, and during the spring, 
summer, and harvest seasons, many 
city people go to the country to 
work on farms. 


Thus a census taken in the winter 


mitjht give more congressmen to 


supervisor and a small staff in each 
headquarters. 


A city is chosen as the district 


headquarters. 


The census will cost $50,000,000, 


the bureau estimates. 


An enumerator will visit every 


home in the country, and report 
facts on the age, sex, color, marital 
conditions, homes, education, and 
economic status of the population. 


The agriculture survey will show 


the acreage and production of all 
field crops, vegetables, fruits, and 
nuts, all classes of poultry and live- 
stock on farms and ranches, and 
facts about mortgages, taxes, ex- 
penditures, uses of land, and proba- 
bly value of farm buildings.

The matter is of little or no conse- 


quence unless it is to be used to drum up 
public opinion in this country to support 
extravagant and ridiculous national ex- 
penditures for army planes. 


The people must be on guard against 


the great propaganda machine at Wash- 
ington. For the people's best emotions, 
the protection of their 
homeland, 
the 


guarding of liberty, the saving of all 
their priceless treasures, may be employed 
to support just another program of need- 
less wastage. 


With the doctrine of full preparation 


we will find little antagonism in America. 
But we must not let anyone scare us out 
of our wits, however artfully the plan is 
made, the thundering music plays, or the 
colors flick across the screen of our na- 
tional life. 


In the first place Colonel Lindbergh, 


experienced and capable in the line of avi- 
ation, simply could not become fully ac- 
quainted with Germany's power in the 
air short of months of personal study and 
investigation. 
And those months have 


not been devoted to any such purpose. 
If he has become deeply impressed with 
German air power it could only have oc- 
curred by and with German consent. And 
if Berlin made up its mind to make the 
world tremble at its power it might be 
expected to "reveal" to such a person as 
Colonel Lindbergh a great many things 
that were not true. 


And if they were true, what of it? 


Our defense plans must be made in knowl- 
"edge of the fact that Berlin is almost 5,000 
miles from New York, that effective at- 
tacks cannot be made upon the western 
world without impregnable bases of sup- 
ply, and that even such bases of supply 
must be supported else they are not im- 
pregnable, and that no attack upon this 
western world can be any stronger than 
those bases of supply which must be main- 
tained from afar. 


In 1917 the American people found it 


easier to swing into action against a foe 
so far removed because they were con- 
vinced that if the allies were defeated by 
Germany we would be next on Berlin's

VITAMINS ARE FOOD 


Theoretically 
or 
ideally 


should get all the vitamins we re- 
quire in our daily food or from ex- 
posure to sunshine. Some physicians 
in the light of the limited knowl- 
edge of nutrition we had a decade 
ago, assumed that most people did 
get enough vitamins in these ideal 
or natural ways. Today no well in- 
formed physician practices on that 
hazardous principle. 
Since scien- 


tific animal experimentation and 
human observation have taught us 
in more accurate terms what the 
physiological requirements of the 
body are. it has become impossible 
to escape the conclusion that, in 
our present mode of life, practical- 
ly every one suffers in some de- 
gree%from vitamin acfidency. how- 
ever liberal and well balanced his 
diet may be. 


An important principle to keep 


always in mind. In relation to vita- 
min physiology, pathology 
and 


therapy, is that vitamins are pri- 
marily and essentially FOOD and 
not medicine The chief function of 
vitamin is to promote normal nu- 
lition. normal growth, 
normal 


'unction; secondarily vitamins pre- 
sent those nutritional 
disorders 


mown as deficiency diseases; final- 
y. in the hands of the physician, 
vitamins may sometimes effect the 
cure of disease.

the nature of vitamins, and regard- 
ing them as medicine, conceived the 
notion that harm might be done by 
an "overdose" or by too much of 
this or that vitamin. 


This imaginary danger of "over- 


dose" was associated particularly 
with the feeding of vitamin D to in- 
fants and children for the preven- 
tion of manifestations of 
rickets. 


There were even a few reports pub- 
lished in the medical journals pur- 
porting to show "toxic" or 
even 


fatal effects from enormous; quan- 
tities of concentrated vitamin D, 
but these reports were subject to 
equivocal interpretation because of 
the peculiar circumstances of the 
cases concerned and were far from 
convincing to any one at all famil- 
iar with vitamin technology. More 
recently, however, carefully con- 
trolled clinical observation 
has 


proved beyond question that pro- 
longed daily feeding of massive 
quantities of vitamin D—from 200,- 
000 to 400.000 units daily over pe- 
riods of many weeks or months,"in 
the treatment of arthritis, psoriasis, 
acne, hay fever, etc.. produce no 
serious untoward effects.

or the wrong kind of 


food, by fatigue or over-activity, 
or by psychological factors such as 
worry or mental strain. 


There is a large class of appar- 


ently normal persons who seem to 
have an inability to gain weight.

Sex is not secret. Nature never thinks of it as something to hide. In 


her realm it is a joyous,, everyday matter to be taken as casually as one 
regards the sunshine and .the rain. Only among human beings is sex 
something to consider, reverently, cautiously, guardedly. It cannot be 
otherwise, lor the creation of .another human being is of the utmost im- 
portance to all nature, to all humanity, to society with all its complicated 
adjustments made necessary by-custom, law and''religion. These safe- 
guards have been accepted to long that their recognition is summed up 
in society's term, "common sense." 


For long years sex in relation to human beings "was covered with a 


veil and spoken of in whispers if. mentioned at all. The conspiracy of 
silence did not work. Nature is stronger than convention and the truth 
showed its face, often disconcerting the elders. Of late we have begun to 
speak out loud, to acknowledge-the presence of a great force of life 
among us. We have about decided that it is useless and foolish to try to 
keep Youth from discovering something they know, by'intuition and in- 
stinct. We have about decided'that it is better to teach Youth about this 
force than to keep its implication," its consequences and its power over 
them, secret 
' 


The discussion centers now on 


how this shall be taught By whom? 
Where? When? There are some who 
would have Sex in relation to hu- 
man beings taught in the Junior 
High Schools. I am going on record 
now as against that practice. There 
are many reasons, all ol them,'to 
my mind, practical. First, children 
mature physically and mentally.at 
different times. The physical growth 
and the mental growth of one child 
do not arrive simultaneously. One 
or the other lags. Age then is no 
measure of judgment as to the pro- 
per time. No two children will ac- 
cept the idea in the same way. 
Their personal attitudes set by 
home, playground and education 
will not allow that. For one child 
the lesson will be wholesome, for 
another the contrary. So classifica- 
tion in schools will not help us. 


Sex is no secret Every child at 


the age of twelve knows something 
of its ways and its meanings. Ev- 
ery one of them has felt something 
of its urge, has had some experience 
with its influences. But the individ- 
ual child feels, intuitively, instinc- 
tively, sex at work within him, and 
each must express it, must approach 
its growth, must interpret its use 
and its meaning according to his 
needs and temperament Sex is an 
individual matter if ever there was 


such. Then class instruction is not 
the answer. 


We have physiology lessons, sci- 


ence lessons, biology, in the schools. 
Each of these must and does touch 
sex in a general way. That is about 
all a teacher before a class, especial- 
ly the mixed -classes of the public 
schools, can do'with safety. 


How then are the children to 


learn, about this all-important mat- 
ter? None of TIS denies the gravity 
of the question before us. The chil- 
dren's intuition and instinct and 
casual experiences must be clari- 
fied by teaching. I would make it 
easy for children to ask their moth- 
ers and fathers, their religious 
teachers. AND a teacher who has 
been trained lor this specific job, 
in, the schools. General instruction 
will not help much and it is likely 
to do harm. Individual instruction, 
as needed, will solve our difficulty. 
This is the hardest way, of course, 
but there is no royal road to learn- 
ing.

* Out of Relief Is 


Difficult Problem 


Putting Army in Charge 


May be Solution, 


Lawrence Says

Washington—America is face t 


face with the problem of how t 
conduct a system of relief which 
shall give the utmost assurance o 
non-political and economical man 
agement.

than done. The 
answer is not 
us simple as 
that, and there 
is no certainty 
that, by mere 
Lawrence 


return to the states, the evils which 
have grown up will necessarily be 
eliminated. 


If by return to the states is 


meant, lor example, return to the 
state and city governments, then 
it merely means that federal mon- 
ey will be turned over to Tammany 
organizations in New York and 
similarly constituted political or- 
ganizations in such cities as Chica- 
go. Kansas City and the like. 


For it is federal money that is to 
be distributed, and merely transfer- 
ring the machinery from the na- 
tional capital to the state capitals 
does not do away with the politi- 
cal aspects. There is no reason to 
believe that political appointees of 
the state house machines are any 
more immune from the temptations 
of political manipulation'of the re- 
lief system than anybody else. Also, 
since federal funds are to be ap- 
propriated, it is customary for the 
federal government to supervise 
the distribution.

. Local Boards 


,. • It has been suggested as another 
plan that non-partisan local boards 
be set up as advisory to. the state or 
j 
local governments, but experience 
chows that where there is no pow- 
er there is apt to be no responsibil- 
ity. The non-partisan boards would 
not be able to handle the relief 
problem .unless they had complete 
responsibility for 
administration, 
• ~ and the federal government could 
• 
hardly turn over $2^00,000,000 of 
I 
relief money, as called for in the 
appropriation for the next fiscal 
year, '"ii*** it had its own person- 
','~nel directly responsible to the fed- 
"" era! government 


The difficulties with the relief 


problem administration are numer- 
ous, but it is about time that the 
political nature of the relief system 
•were examined in the light of ac- 
tual, history. When it was proposed 
originally, for instance, that relief 


%be kept out of politics, the senate 
itself ^insisted .that state WPA ad- 
ministrators be subject to confir- 
mation by the senate. This meant 
that the individual senators had to 
be consulted, and it also meant 
that, as a rule, senators felt close 
.enough to the picture to get some 
:of. their personal friends into key 
jobs. Then, when' campaigns, came, 
it was natural for these politically 
obligated persons to try by every 
^device possible/within 'the law to 
be of aid .to their patrons..

The army has 
handled, and so has the navy, large 
jobs in which labor is employed.

Last year dealers didnt open or- 


ders until in May and June, pro- 
longing the slack spell which the 
Zwicker mills and others of its 
type must undergo after the first 
of the year. That slack spell is pre- 
vailing right now at the Zwicker 
factory, where about all that is go- 
ing on is the kitting of salesmen's 
samples. 


"When we're running at full 


capacity, we employ 450 girls," 
Zwicker said yesterday, rbut right 
now there are only about 35 at 
work on salesmen's samples.

'TMON BOLIVAR, who was largely responsible for bringing about 


the separation of the American colonies from Spain, was the lib- 
erator of live countries. Colombia. Venezuela. Ecuador, Peru and 


Bolivia, Mrs. Roy Marston pointed out in a paper which she read before 
the Pan-American League Monday afternoon at the'home of Mrs. Frank

' Mrs. Marston gave a biographicl sketch of Bolivar from his birth in 
1783 in Caracas, Venezuela, into a family of wealth, position and culture, 
through his education by tutors until the age of nine when, after the 
death of both parents, he was sent to live with an uncle. Here, under the 
influence of a tutor, Senor Rodriguez, Bolivar learned to hate the despotic 
laws, unjust taxes and commercial restrictions of Spain over the colonies, 
Mrs. Marston said, and later he went to Spain to complete his education. 
He became disgusted with the corrupt and extravagant court life of 
Charles IV and the contempt in 
which the colonists were held in 
Spain, she continued, and he went 
to France. On his return to Madrid 
he married and took his bride to 
Caracas, but she died 10 months la- 
ter, and grief-stricken he resolved 
to devote his life to the problems 
of his country and he returned to 
Spain for a time. 


On his way back to Venezuela, 


Bolivar stopped in the United States 
and was filled with enthusiasm ov- 
er democratic government.

New York—President Koosevelt's discussion of our relations with the 


blackguard and hoodlum nations of the world and the necessity to arm 
against them reminded me of the effort of a tired man on an. off-day.

He must spar lor points. When an American presi- 


dent speaks to congress, he must stay within the 
somewhat stretchable limits of public opinion in his 
own country and defer to the social, temperamental 
and political prejudices of his fellow citizens. He must 
conform to rules which are not binding on his foes 
and permit the American public to assume, if it will, 
that his opponents are acquainted with the fight ac- 
cording to the restrictions of diplomatic decency. 


From abroad and from his own people. President Roosevelt has heard 


himself accused of rattling the sword. It makes little difference what the 
killer leaders say but it should be cited for Americans that his remarks 
were mild by comparison with the savage orations, the public incitations 
to slaughter which have been heard 
from Germany and Italy, for years.

Topic of Meeting 


Of Rotary Club 


C o m m i ssion Secretary 


Discusses Activities 


In Wisconsin 


Cllnlonvllle — Attorney E. H. 


Fischer of Shawano, secretary of 
the Wisconsin Conservation com- 
mission, talked on the work of that 
department to Clintonville Rotari- 
ans Monday noon at Hotel Marson. 
He explained how the conservation 
department 
has been completely 


reorganized 
during the last ten 


years and that it now functions on 
a strictly non-partisan basis. Mem- 
bers of the commission serve with- 
out pay and income for carrying on 
the work is derived from fees and 
licenses. These brought in about a 
million dollars last year. Under the 
present setup, the state conserva- 
tion commission recommends to 
the legislature the laws and regu- 
lations which they consider most 
beneficial to the state. In recent 
years, from 200 to 500 bills pertain- 
ing to fishing, hunting, and other 
conservation activities came up at 
legislative sessions, causing great 
delay and confusion as most of the 
bills pertained to only small areas 
in the state. It is now the aim of 
the department to urge legislation 
which will benefit the greatest 
number of residents. 


Mr. Fischer pointed out that dur- 


ing the last 150 years, 75 per cent 
of the forests and woods have been 
cut; 
85 per cent of the fish and 


game has disappeared; and 25 per 
cent of the fertile soil has been lost 
through erosion. He stressed the 
great need of preserving the rela- 
tively small percentage that re- 
mains. 
He explained that fish and game 


conservation is only a small part o: 
the work of his department, and 
that reforestation is one of the vi- 
tal needs in this state. He cited a 
number of statistics along this line 
and said that 25 million trees were 
planted in Wisconsin last year 
The conservation department also

II—HEROD'S TEMPLE 


One of the tribes of the Jewish 


nation was known as Judah, and 
that trjbe gave its name to the peo- 
ple. It is a custom .to call them 
"Hebrews" before the Babylonian 
captivity, and "Jews" alter the cap- 
tives in Babylonia were set free and 
returned to' their homeland. 


Before the birth of Jesus, the 


Jews had come under the power of 
the Roman empire. The Romans 
named one man or another to have 
direct charge over them.' 


Among the Roman rulers was-one 


known 
in history as Herod the 


Great His rule lasted as long as 
the rule of Solomon. 


Herod the Great was not a Jew 


by race, but he was a native of 
Edom. a region south of the Dead 
sea. The Edomites were related to 
the Jews, and Herod followed the 
Jewish religion. 


Herod's father had held a place 


of power over the Jews, and Herod 
obtained still more power. After a 
visit to Rome, where he saw Mark 
Antony, he was-given the title of 
"King of Judea." 


Anxious to make his kingdom 


great, Herod sent word to Greek' 
teachers and writers to come to 
Judea. Some of them accepted the 
invitation.

When he was named king, many 


Jews did not want' him to" take 
power. Before he could enter Jeru- i 
salem, he had to attack it with an i 
army of Roman soldiers. 
j 


When the city was captured, thel 


walls of the rebuilt Temple of Solo- j 
mon were set fire, and the temple j 
was ruined. Some years, later, Her- 
od started a new temple, a building 
higher and probably more beauti- . 
ful than Solomon's first temple. 
Work was done on it during the 16 | 
years which remained, in. Herod's j 
reign, but it was not finished for j 
almost a century. 


Herod's Temple, as it is called, i 


covered an area equal to about one! 
city block or square. It was made' 
up largely- of courtyards open. to ! 
the sky, but one building in it rose 
to a great height for those days. We 
are told the height was 100 cubits 
(about 148 feet). 


There were thick walls, rising 100 


feet, around the temple grounds. 
One thousand priests were'named 
to do the mason and carpenter { 
work on the more important parts] 
of -the temple—it was'felt thafths' 
place was too holy for common 
workmen to perform such labor. 


The temple gates were of mighty 


size. One was 83 feet high, and was 
made of-brass. Others were not so 
high, but were overlaid'with gold 
and silver.

At last the temple was completed. 


The Jews were happy, but their joy 
was not to last long.
